1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, as recited in 
lines 1 4-1 9 of claim 35 and in lines 1 4-1 8 of claim 52 applicant has set forth that a heat 
medium path is disposed on the fourth surface of the second plate and the heat medium 
path comprises a plurality of heat medium channels. These features must be shown or 
the features canceled from the claims. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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2. Claims 35, 36, 52-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. (New Rejection) 

In lines 14-19 of claim 35 and in lines 14-18 of claim 52, applicant has recited 
that a heat medium path is disposed on the fourth surface of the second plate and the 
heat medium path comprises a plurality of heat medium channels. There is no support 
for the heat medium path comprising a plurality of heat medium channels specifically 
located on the second side of the second plate. The specification does support a heat 
medium path comprising a plurality of heat medium channels on the second plate but 
does not specifically state on which side the heat medium path is located. As set forth 
in section 1 of this action, the originally filed drawings also do not depict the plurality of 
heat medium channels of the heat medium path on either side of the second plate. 

Claims 36 and 53, dependent on claim 35 and claims 54 and 55, dependent on 
claim 52, respectively, fall with their independent claims on which they depend. 

Applicant's alleged support for the specified amendment regarding the heat 
medium path located on the fourth surface of the second plate to both claims 35 and 
new claim 52 as outlined above is not convincing for the reasons presented herein. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See
